Strong Circumstantial Evidence 
Secured Against McGeehan, 
the Philadelphian. 


His Sensational Interview With 
Dr. Cronin in Chicago, 


Wm. J. Starkey, the Author of the Toronto 
Interview, Being Watched—His Bad 
Recoord—Detective Whalen, Coughlin’s 
Partner,Suspended Pending the Police In- 
ves tigation—Syllivan, the Ice Dealer, Not 
Under Arrest—Inspector Byrnes Working 
on the New York End of the Oase—The 
Funeral Yesterday. 


CrrcaGco, III., May 27.—Detective Whalen, 
who accompanied Detective Coughlin in his 
search for the man Smith from Houghton, 
Mich., for whom Coughlin hired a white horse 
on May 4, has been suspended from duty, 
pending further investigation. 

Officials at the Police Department say this 
morning that P. O. Sullivan has not been ar- 
rested, as was reported last night. 

M'GEEHAN, THE PHILADELPHIAN. 

The police claim thatthe chain of circum- 
stantical evidence tending to show that he 
was concerned in the assassination of Dr. 
Cronin is tightening around Peter McGeehan, 
the Philadelphian now under arrest in this 
city. This morning the real estate 
agent who leased the room on Clark 
street opposite Dr. Cronin’s office identified 


him asthe man who rented it. The police 
further say that McGeehan was missing from 
bis room in McOoy’s Hotel on the night of the 
murder, and it was because he could not give 
a satisfactory account of himself on that night 
that he was arrested. On the afternoon ofthe 
saine day Mr. T. T. Conklin hurried down to 
the Pinkerton agency and hada long consul- 
tation with Supt. Murray. He told the de- 
tective that Dr. Cronin had been warned by 
friends that McGeehan had told three or four 
reople tbat he was going to ‘‘remove’’-Dr. 
Cronin. Dr. Cronin was not acquainted with 
McGeehan, but a friend pointed bim out on 
Clark street. Dr. Cronin marched up to the 
fellow and, slapping him on the sboulder, 
said: ‘‘McGeehan, I understand that you 
have threatened to kill me. 1 believe my 
trlends. 

‘*It’s a lie,“ replied McGeehan, and he 
marched off. 

ANOTHER IMPORTANT MOVE. 

The police, it is said, made another !mport- 
ant move inthe Cronin case this afternoon. 
Harry Jordan, who came from Philadelphia 
and who is said to have been an intimate 
friend of McGeehan’s, was placed in custody 
to be heid as a witness. It is suspected 
that he knows something of McGeehan’s 
movements that may reve of value. 
The police do not charge him with 
— one of the principals in the 
murder. Harry Jordan, who atone time was 
a bartender at the McCoy Hotel, is described 
as a low, thick set fellow of rather excitable 
disposition. He is said to have 
belonged to the Clan-na-Gael faction which 
was opposed to Cronin and itis charged that 
he had frequently denounced the doctor in 
pubiic. 


Starkey Involved. 


New YORK, May 27.—A special from New 
Haven, Conn., this afternoon, sayst ‘‘It will 
be remembered that shortly after Dr. Cronin’s 
disappearance it was reported that he had 


been seen in Toronto, Canada. Alleged inter- 
views were sent to the Chicago papers, and 
through that source were scattered broadcast 
throughout the country. Among those who it 
was alleged had not only seen but had con- 
versed with Dr. Cronin was one Wm. 
J. Starkey, a former resident of this city. 
Starkey’s record hereis a thoroughly bad 
one, and his statements, coupled with the 
discoyery of Dr. Cronin’s body, convinces 
many of the reputable Irish-American resi- 
dents of this city that Cronin has been a vic- 
tim ofa villainous conspiracy, which none of 
them will countenance. Starkey’s history 
in this State is somewhat remarkable. 
He was appointed Clerk of the City Court in 
1878 by the Hon. Lynde Harrison, and was 
subsequently reappointed by Judge James F. 
Babcock. Onefine morning Starkey turned 
up $4,000 shortin his accounts. He skipped 
the town between a Saturday night 
and a Sunday morning. Judge Bad- 
cock, who appointed Starkey, dropped 
dead on the bench within a few hours 
after learning of the rascality of his clerk. 
Not a cent of the money stolen by Starkey was 
ever recovered. An effort was made to com- 
velhis bondsmen to make good to the City 
Treasury the amount Starkey had pocketed, 
but without success. The same political pull 
which kept Starkey out of State’s prison 
saved his bondsmen. The fugitive from 
justice kept away from Connecticut 
fora Mer of years, but he finally showed 
up as azen as ever. He has visited New 
Haven several times since his escapade, but 
has never been molested.“ : 

„There is no doubt,“ said a prominent 
Irishman, ‘‘about Starkey’s intimacy with 
prominent members of the Olan-na-Gael of 
Connecticut, and it is generally supposed here 
that he is a member of the Chicago organiza- 
tion.’ 

STARKEY IN NEW YORE, 

Last night it was rumored that Starkey was 
in .. Tork and Inspector Byrnes would 
ha im under locge and key inside of twenty- 
fo urs. The opinion here is since the ar- 
res. of Detective Coughlin, that the Chicago 
police authorities will show less apathy in ar- 
resting Starkey. While no one here will 
openly say that Starkey bad anything to do 
with the Cronin case, there are many who are 
of the opinion that Starkey did not le without 
an object when he circulated his alleged in- 
terview with Dr. Cronin. 

In connection with the above dispatch from 
New Haven, a reporter this morning inter- 
viewed Inspector Byrnes. The Inspector was 
asked what steps he had taken to secure 
the arrest of Starkey, but he declined to give 
any information. yrnes finally said that up 
to the present time he had furnished no in- 
formation whatever tothe press so far o his 
movements were concerned in endeavoring 
— er the mystery surrounding Dr. Cronin’s 

euath. 

‘‘Ihave given out nothing for publication 
wo far, he said. ‘‘The time has not yet ar- 
rived for me to speak.’’ 

Inspector Byrnes would not deny that he 
has two of his detectives at work on this end 
of the case. These men are supposed to be 
Detectives Vallely and Golden. It is also 
alleged that an emissary from the British Gov- 
ernwment has been in frequent consultation 
with Inspector Byrnes about the Cronin case.

GREELY’S ANSWER. 


Prof. Francis K. Nipher, Director Missouri State 
Weather Service, St. Louis, Mo.: 


DEAR Srr—In reply to your letter of the 18th 
inst., I have the honor to say that the facts as 
reported to me leave no doubt as to the in- 
subordination and entirely wnwarranted con- 
duct of Sergt. Weber; so much so, that bad he 
been a civilian employe, I would have at once 
discharged him. As Sergt. Weber denies 
the accuracy of these charges, the matter, in 
the regular course of military law, comes be- 
fore a court-martial, which is convened by 
another authority than myseif, with which I 

ve nothing to do, and re.which Sergt, 

eber can depend that he will bave an impar- 
tial hearing. 

The matter of confinement to quarters is a 
military custom, applied to officers and non- 
commissioned officers under charges, and is 
in no wise viewed as a punishment. In pursu- 
} ance of the discretion vested in me, and that 
there may not be even the semblance to the 
uninstructed of punishment being inflicted 
defore trial, Ihave directed that the limit of 
Sergt. Weber’s arrest be extended tothe city 
of St. Louis. 

Sergt. Weber having applied personally to 
be relieved from duty at St. Louis, it would 
seem that, however his trial may eventuate, 
he will leave St. Louis, but in saying this I 
do not wish to be understood as conveying 
any positive asgurance.

FORTUNES IN THIMBLES. 


How the Useful Little Implement Came to 
Be Invented. 


From the N Tork Mailand Express. 

There is ‘ch family of the name of Loft- 
ing in Englan.. said a dealer in fancy arti- 
cles, ‘*‘the fortune of whose house was 
founded by such an apparently insignificant 
thing as the thimble. Two hundred years ago 
thimbles were ‘unknown in England. The 
thimbib is claimed by the Dutch as an*in- 
vention of their country, but it is known 
that it was in use among the silk embroid- 
erers of China hundreds of years before 
it was used elsewhere, The first ever seen in 
Evgiand was made ip London less than two 


hundred years ago by a metal worker named 
John Lofting, the founder of the family 
named. The usefulness of the article com- 
mended it at once to all who used the needle, 
and Lofting acquired a large fortune and great 
fame in the manufacture of the new accese- 
sory to the needle-worker’s art. The imple- 
ment was then called the thumbell, it being 
worn on the thumb when in use, and its shape 
suggesting the rest of the name. This clumsy 
mode of utilizing it was soon changed, how- 
ever, but when and why the name ‘Thim- 
ble’ was given the article does not appear. 

‘*Lofting’s thimbles, and, in fact, all early 
thimbles, were made either of iron or brass, 
and specimens of them extant, many of which 
are preserved as heirlooms, are crude and 
clumsy-looking things compared with the 
commonest thimble of to-day, although their 
cost was many times as much. 

‘*‘To-day gold, silver, iron, ivory, steel, 
pearl, shell, celluloid, rubber and even giass 
are utilized in making thimbles. When art 
needlework was in its first burst as a popular 
craze, four or five years ago, thimbles of 
great value and of most elaborate workman- 
ship, to accompany the rich and costly im- 
plements and materials wealthy needlework- 
ers affected, found a large sale. Solid gold 
thimbles, elegantly carved, and frequently 
set with diamonds, were found none too good

dass, in this city whose enthusiasm for art 
dedlework was 80 intense three years ago 
that nothing but a diamond set gold thimble 
that cost $100, with other embroidering im- 
plements to match, would enable her to 
reproduce those well- remembered, fearful 
and wonderful buttercups, daisies and biue 
bells that one saw blooming in such prodigal 
profusion on foot-stools, banners, screens, 
tidies and bureau covers in all homes of 
culture and refinement in those crazy days of 
amateur home art. 

In China the ladies of high rank are very 
dainty with their thimbles. Some are carved 
from enormous pearis, with bands of fine 
gold, on which are engraved all sorts of fan- 
tastic things, the etchings of which serve for 
catching the needle, as the ordinary holes in 
the thimbles of lhe outside barbarians do. 
The high-rank Chinese thimble always hasa 
mother -of- pearl case. With the thimble the 
Chinese lady always has a delicate pair of 
scissors ofthe finest steel in a sheath of 
pearl, and a pearl needle case. The articles 
are all inclosed in an exquisitely inlaid case 
of the purest mother-of-pearl. A New York 
lady, whose husband was inthe China trade, 
bas one of these Chinese needlework kits, 
which she values at $2,000. 

„»The way thimbies are made in England 
and in this country is simple enough. Dies 
of the different sizes are used, into which the 
metal, whether gold, silver or steel,is pressed. 
The hole-punching, finishing, polishing and 
tempering are done afterward. Celluloid and 
rubber are moided. The best thimbles are 
made in France, where the process is more 
thorough. Strange as it may seem,the French 
consider durability in their gold thimbles as 
the first requisite. The first step in the mak- 
ing of a Paris gold thimble is the cutting into 
a disk of the desired size a thin piece of sheet 
iron. This is brought to a red heat, placed 
over a graduated hole in an iron bench and 
hammered down into it with a punch. This 
hole is the form ofthe thimble. The tron 
takes its shape and is removed from the hole. 
The little indentations to keep the needie 
trom rns are made in it and all the other 
finishing strokes of the perfect thimble put 
on it. Theiron ls then made into steel by a 
process peculiar to the French thimble maker, 
and is tempered, polished and brought to a 
deep blue color. Athin sheet of gold is then 

ressed into the interior of the thimble and 

tend there by a mandril. Gold leaf is at- 
tached tothe outside by great pressure, the 
edges of the leaf being fitted in and held by 
small grooves at the base of the thimble. The 
article is then ready for use. The gold will 
last for years. The steel never wears out, and 
the gold can be readily replaced at any time. 
Nowhere else in the world are gold thimbies 
made in that way.

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CHANGES MADE IN THE RULES OF THE 
ARCHITECTURAL COMPETITION. 


Concessions Made to Meet the Demands of 
the Arohitects—What the Organ of the 
Competitors Has to Say Concerning the 
Chan ges—Shortening the Time for Prep- 
aration of Plans. 


A new pamphlet has just been issued by the 
City Hall Commission, which is in some re- 
spects different from the first one published, 
and is calculated to remove and quiet all the 
objections made to the first rules as to the 
competition between architects onthe City 
Hall plans. 

The expert adviser is named and will 
be either Prot. Ware or Prof. Rieker, 
and the time in which the plans 
are to be made is shortened 
by two months, the day for receiving them 
being November 1, instead of January 1, as 
in the other set of rules. 

The offices to be provided in the new build- 
ing under the revised rules are: Chief of Fire 
Department, Election and Registration De- 
partment, Inspector of Weights and Measures, 
Commissioner of Supplies, Police Department, 
Collector, Houses of Legislation, Mayor, 
Comptroller, Auditor, Treasurer, City Coun- 
selor, Board of Public Improvement, Street 
Department, Sewer Department, Water 
Department, Park Department, Harbor De- 
partment, Commissioner of Public 
Buildings and the Plumbing Inspector. In 
regard to the manner of obtaining the neces- 
sary plans adopted by the city the Chicago 
Iniand Architect published a very severe com- 
ment, and branded the entire plan as one 
without the bounds of reason, and one to be 


shunned by all reputable architects. City 
Counselor Bell received this morning a copy 
of the same paper, from which the following 
is an extract: 

Our comments in the — regular number 
regarding the St. Louis City Hall competition 
have received considerable criticism from 
several sources since the code adopted by the 
board has been published. Our statement 
and comment was made, as was stated, en- 
tirely upon the advertisement issued by the 
Mayor, and we have nothing in that particu- 
lar to retract, for while $5,000 might be a fair 
premium for the successful compet- 
itor in an approved competition, 
to advertise to buy plans, as 
worded in the advertisement, was an 
entirely different matter. We are glad to see, 
however, that the code adopted, with a few 
exceptions, isavery fair competition docu- 
ment, and seems to indicate a desire upon the 
part of the commission to have a perfectly 
fair competition. However, we are informed 
that the code first issued is being revised, and 
the objectionable features eradicated; the 
full compensation, according tothe schedule 
of the Western Association will be offered, 
and Prof, Ware, or some otber well-known 
expert, chosen to adjudicate the drawings 
submitted. Competitions are an evil at best, 
and many of the best architects will not 
enter them under any consider&tion; but 
when they are recognized by the profession, 
it should be only upon the most 
positive evidence that the intention ofthe 
framers of the code, as well as the letter of 
that document, is absolutely fair and equit- 
able. The commissioners whose names are 
attached to the code give strong hope that 
such this competition will be, they being, 
without exception, men of good standing and 
intelligence, We are assured that the board 
have taken advice upon the matter from 
architects of standing, and the new code 
will be modeled largely upon that which gov- 
erned the Kansas City Board of Trade com- 

etition. If this is carried out, the St. Louis 
‘ity Hall competition will be indeed notable 
— the history of the designing of public build- 
nas. ° 

Mr. Bell sad: We have only made a few 
changes, and those were such as were sug- 
gested by competent autnorities and were 
made gladly by the commission, whose only 
idea was and is to adopt the best method of 
getting the best plan. The talk that the entire 
idea was all wrong is a mistake, and it will 
now in all probability develop that the com- 
mission knew whatit was about when it drew 
up the frst code. 

Copies ofthe revised second edition ot the 
code of competition have been or will be 
mailed toall of those who received copies of 
the first one and to any others who mayapply. 
The commission feeis confident now that a 
large number of excelient plans will be

They then choked, beat 
and dragged him into the street, where about 
fifty masked men rushed him around the cor- 
ner. The mob were armed with revolvers and 
a few had sledge hammers with which they 
soon battered een the Iron doors. Tue d 
of Martin's cell was not locked and as the 10 
entered be said: ‘‘What in b— do you want 
These were his last words. noose was 
quickly made in a long rope which the lynch- 
ers carried, and it was slipped over bis neck 
while he was yet in bed. Theother end of the 
rope reached out to the street, where it was 
held by not less than fifty willing hands. With 
a blood-curdling yell the mob started ona 
run. Martin was unable to regain his feet and 
he was dragged through the Sheriff's 
office out to the street. His head 
struck a coal stove with such 
force as to turn it half way around. 
Amid shouts and the firing of revolvers the in- 
furiated mob headed for the Seventh street 
bridge, three blocks away. They bad to turn 
two street corners on their way, and as they 
made the turn by the Baptist Church the 
poor wretch’s head caught in the stone cover- 
ing tothe gutter. No effort was made to ex- 
tricate him and the halt was only long N 
to give a terrible tug on the rope, by Which the 
body was released.

Hewas a handsome fellow, hada 
good trade, and his wife was dutiful in every- 
thing except the giving up of her wealth. 
About a hundred dollars were found in his 
pockets.

CHICAGO, III., May 27.—The following will

‘From the information furnished by our crop 
correspondents relative to the condition of 
wheat, oats and Darley, it would appear that 
the prospects for grain crops are, on the 
whole, very favorable in all the territory cov- 


ered by our report except in Ohio, Indiana 
and Kentucky where drouth still continues. 
The condition of winter wheat has changed 
but little since our last report, the avérage per 
centages og | slightly lower in Illinois, 
Indiana and Kansas, and a trifie higher in 
Ohio, Missouri and Wisconsin. The condition 
of spring wheat is unchanged in Minnesota 
and Dakota. Nebraska reports show some 
improvement and those from Iowa a slight 
falling off. Oat prospects are good in is- 
souri, Kansas, Nebraska, Michigan, Minne- 
sota, Dakota, owa and Wiscons n, particu- 
larly in the two States last named. eports 
from Indiana, Illinois, Ohio and Kentucky are 
not so favorable, doubtiess owing to the 
drouth. The barley-growing sections report 
condition of that grain nearly average in all 
the States except Dakota, where it falls con- 
siderably below 100 per cent. The usual 
acreage has been sown to corn in Illinois and 
Kansas, but an increase is noticeable in other 
States, particularly in Nebraska, Minnesota 
and Dakota.

TRE TWO ELDERLY MAIDENS ESCAPED 


But Their Twenty-one Cats Kept Up a Mad 
Race in the Buruing Building.

At the burning of the Park homestead, Nor 
wich, Conn., recently, in a remote and lonely 
yalley in the country town of Preston, the 


Park sisters, elderly maidens, who kad dwelt 
alone at the brood farm for years, barely 
escaped; their one-and-twenty cats perished 
in the flames. The house was barned 
at midday, and Norwich hunter, 
who had been rabbits, wit- 
nessed an odd, if weird sight. 
The sun shone er in the still, almost un- 
tenanted vale. mddenly a cloud of smoke 
and flame burst forth from chimney and win- 
dows of the desolate honse, and billowed up- 
ward. Then a wiid scene followed. Shrieks 
were heard, and forthfrom the dwelling the 
two affrighted inmates leaped, draggin 

along atew articles of apparel that they had 
caught up in their flight. The house went in 
a whirlwind of fire. The hunter and the two 
females, who wrung their hands but were 
speechiess, stood idly by and watched it 
crackle and sizz, and now and then noted the 
smothered thud of a falling timber. 

But something else happened. At the 
height of the conflagrations one of the maiden 
sisters exclaimed: ‘‘Thecats! Where are the 
cats?’’ She was answered almost immediately 
by the cats themselves which darted forth, a 
score of them, from the smoked, choked but 
unecorcbed kitchen, and frisked elfishly 
about the burning pile. It was said by the 
neighbors afterward that not less than fifty 
cats had been hbarbored by the sisters in the 
old family mansion; but whether that esti- 
mate is true or exaggerated it is certain 
the hunter said that not more than 
twenty or twenty-two broke forth at the 
fire. The cats behaved strangely, unac- 
countably. They would not quit the house, 
but raced back and forth into the blazing 
building in a mirthless and uncanny frolic. 
‘*They acted as if they were bewitched,’’ said 
the hunter in describing the scene. One 
could not coax them away, or seize them, or 
even attract their notice; but back and forth 
they raced, a seemingly endless fille of swiftly 
gliding cars, cate of all sizes, ages, and 
stripes, hopping, flying, darting, but always 
following each other’s flignt, as it they were 
undulating colis of the same unending 
serpent.““ 

„There was something frightful about that 
Aying file,’’ mused the hunter, as he re- 
called the incident, ‘‘and I don’t care to repeat 
the experience. It chilled me to see them, for 
in some way it seemed as if those cats realized 
that it was a race of death they were running 
and there was no Pree in their silent, glid- 
ing movements, I can assure you. Finally the 
line of cats wound into the house for the last 
time. They did not reappear. There was a 
sudden sinking of the smoke and flame - en- 
compassed fabric, a sudden throb and the 
whole mass collapsed and only a blackened, 
smoking, blazing ruin remained, and the cats 
went in the ruins.’’

A Soda Locomotive. 


Fron the Railway Age. 
Four locomotives to be run by soda, which 
takes the place of fire under the boiler, have 


been builtin Philadeiphia. They are for 
service on the streets of Minneaoplis, Minn., 
where steam engines are forbidden. The 
engine is about sixteen feetlong, entirely 
boxed in with no visible smokestack or pipes, 
as there is no exhaust or refuse. The boiler is 
of copper, 844% inches in diameter and fifteen 
feat long, having tubes runni through 
it as in steam boilers. Inside the boilers will 
be placed five tons of soda, which, upon being 
dampened by a jet of steam, produced an 
intense heat. In about six hours the soda is 
thorougbly saturated, when the action ceases. 
A stream of superheated steam from a 
stationary boiler is then forced through the 
soda, which drives out the moisture and 
the soda is ready for use again. The exhaust 
steam from the cylinders is used to satu- 
rate the soda, and by this means all refuse is 


used. 

These engines are the first of their kind that 
have been built in this country. hey will 
havethe same weras those used on the 
New York eleva roads. Soda engines are 
used in Berlin and other European cities very 
successfully, and they also traversethe St. 
Gothard tunnel, under the Alps, where the 
steam engines cannot be used because the 
tunnel cannot be ventilated so as to carry off 
the noxious gases generated by a locomotive.

THEY STRIKE A ROCK.

SOME POPULAR SCIENCE. 


EVIL EFFECTS OF IMMODERATE USE OF 
TEA AND COFFEE 


Contagiousness of Pneumonia—A Field for 
Charity—Adulterated Coffee—New Rem 
edy fer Constipation—Gum Chewing and 
Its Consequences—When Acid Wines Are 
Forbidden. 


Intoxication may ensue from drinking either 
tea or coffee, says the Boston Herald. There 
has existed for several years in London a club 
of newspaper reporters, which meets every 
Saturday night for the purpose of induiging 
in tea drinking; its members not infrequently 
become intoxicated. Cases of delirium tremens 
from the use of tea have been reported. The 
poisonous qualities of tea are most apparent 
when it iseaten. When first introduced into 
England, about the year 1665, it was served in 
a bowl, like spinach, as an article of food; 
and the effects of eating it were such that for 
a long time afterward it was considered to 
be a deadly drug and its sale was regarded 
as disreputable. Those who chew dry tea 
leaves extract from them the alkaloid, which 
is a very powerful poison. It firet pro- 
duces a pleasant exhilaration, but its subse- 
quent effects are sleeplessness, delirium, an 
unnatural state of mind and abnormal de- 
sires. The habit seemsto be most indulged 
in by servants who, having the tea-caddy at 
their disposal, sometimes help themselves 
from it, apinch ata time. The smell alone 
of coffee when it is stored in great bulk—as in 
the hold of shivs—produces deadly nausea, 
dizziness and faintness. When cargoes of 
coffee thus stored become shifted in a storm, 


one of the most dreaded duties of the sailor is 
to go down into the hold and restore them to 
their places; the boys and weak stomacns 
find it impossible to keep at work above half 
an hour. The habitual coffee drunkard bas 
thin features, a drawn and wrinkled face, 
and grayish yellow complexion. His “bleep 
is troubled with anxious dreams. His pulse 
is weak, frequent and cdmpressible. It 
is asserted that coffee more frequently 
injures people’s eyes and ears than does 
either tobacco or alcohol. It does not pro- 
duce absolute blindness or deafness but very 
annoying disturbances. That coffee is the 
cause is seen from the fact that 
when it is left off the trouble 
ceases. The symptoms of chronic caffe- 
ism, or coffee drunkenness, are loss of appe- 
tite, insomnia, trembling of the lips and 
tongue, dyspepsia, neuralgia, pain in the 
stomach, giddiness, convulsions and obstinate 
constipation. 
PNEUMONIA. 

Netter has recently written quite an ex- 
haustive article on the subject of pneumonia, 
in which he reviews the epidemics of that 
disease which have been recorded. He draws 
the following conclusions: Pneumonia is a 
contagious disease, and the essential germs 
can be communicated, not only directly from 
an infected person to others brought in con- 
tact with him, but they can be transmitted 
through athird person. They can, also, as in 
the case of scarlet fever and measles, be con- 
veyed in clothing, and in many other articles 
such as are found in the sickroom. They are 
diffusibie in the air, but one must come with- 
in about ten feet of a patient, in order to be 
within range of infection. he pneumonia 
germs are quite long lived. How they remain 
capable of doing their work has never been 
determined, but three years is set as the ex- 
treme limit. Pneumogia is ‘‘catching’’ at 
any time during its entire course, and even 
after recovery. Where a person is exposed 
to the disease and becomes infected by the 
germs of it, the first symptoms, asa rule, ap- 
pear between the fifth and seventh duy; but 
exceptional cases are many, and an fected 
persons may be taken down with the Wisease 
the second or third . after exposure, or 
he may carry it about him for nearly 
three weeks before it breaks out. A 

erson who has once had the disease retains 

or 2 a liability to have other attacks, 
for the germs of it remain with him and may 
be found in his saliva. Hence, such a person 
is not only dangerous to bimself, ut to 
others with whom be ls brought in immediate 
contact. It is heldthatthisin part explains 
recurring epidemics in certam families, and 
also why the same person frequently suffers 
from several attacks during his lifetime, Con- 
sidering tke fact, now clearly evident, that 
pneumonia is a contagious disease, the proper 
precautions against infection should of 
course be taken. It la true that this disease 
is not nearly so contagious as the most ot the 
other diseases of the same character, but it is 
enough so to warrant a certain amount of 
care. A patient iil with pneumonia need not 
be held so dangerous thatarigid quarantine 
eeds be estab ed, but those who 

in contact with him 

use a SC reasonable amount 

caution—not take his breath, ete. Por- 
fect ventilation is alike important to them and 
to the I - Handkerchiefs and the like 
should 14 disintected, and if a 
pit cup’’ is used, itshould always contain 
some dicinfectant to destroy the germs in the

— rare disease. Diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
typhoid fever, measles, yelluw fever, cholera 
and other preventable diseases, on the other 
hand, count their victims by thonsands; vet 
there is in no country a special establishment 
in which any one of them can be aci- 
entifically studied, and better means ar- 
rived at for their prevention or their cure and 
arrest from spreading. All contagious dis- 
eases are preventable. For their develop- 
ment two things are required: First, the 
special germ which produces them; second, 
suitable bodily conditions to allow it to flour- 
ish. If we could only destroy their germs they 
would cease. But to do this would necessitate 
universal co-operation on the part of all in- 
dividualsin the community, which is prac- 
tically impossible. The better way is to se- 
cure such bodily conditions as will prevent 
their development. The success that has at- 
tended vaccination for smallpox, and is now 
attending vaccination for bydrophobia, points 
to the likelihood of achieving this by some 
process of vaccination for diphtheria, 
typhoid fever, scariet fever, etc. Why will 
not some large- minded and philanthropic per- 
son or persons endow an institute or insti- 
tutes in this country, as individuals and gov- 
ernments have done in France, for the pur- 
pose of studying these more fatal and common 
diseases, which kill their tens of thousands 
where hydrophobia carries off a single case? 
In so good and eminently practical a work 
Americans should not lag behind. 
RELIEF OF CONSTIPATION. 

For the immediate relief of constipation 
soapsuds have until recently been the main 
dependence in the way of injections. Some 
years ago it was discovered that glycerine 
acted exceedingly well when — in that 
way, and now it is rapidly displacing the old 
standby. The quantity of glycerine needed 
by adults to accomplish the desired purpose 
is only a teaspoonful, and the most con- 
venient instrument to apply it with is a small 
glass or rubber syringe holding about that 
quantity. One-halfa teaspoonful is usual!) 
quite ehbough for very young children. It 
has been recommended that, instead of using 
it witha syringe, the glycerine be made into 
one drachm suppositories with hard cas- 
tile soap. in proportion of 90 per cent 
of the former to 10 per cent. of the latter. 
Just bow glycerine acts with such good effect 
has never been determined. Many theories 
bave been advanced, but nothing definite is 
known. The remedy ig a perfectly safe one, 
and all needing something of this sort are ad- 
vised to try it. 

ADULTERATED COFFEE. 

No small portion of the coffee sold in this 
country is adulterated, and every housekeeper 
ought to know how to determine the fact 
and what adulterants are used. According 
to Public Health, chicory, a dried, roasted, 
and ground root often mixed with a little cara- 
mel—burned sugar—is the commonest substi- 
tute. Carrots and other roots, peas, beans 
and a great variety of other things are also 
used, itisstated. Pure roasted and ground 
coffee is solid, gritty, and a little oily to the 
touch; it will float on the surface ot cold 
water. Chicoryand some other substitutes 
sink very soon, leaving a dirty brown streak 
of color. Examine the coffee grounds, 
ou will find the coffee still quite 

ard and dark, chicory, beans, etc., soft, and 
more or less bleached out. It wür be seen 
that both coffee and tea owe their fragrance 
Havor and value largely to the volatile oil 
which is developed in the process ot curing of 
the teaand the ‘‘browning’’ of the coffee. 
Hence both should be keptin close packages 
—nothing better than a fruit jar. Their prep- 
aration should be by infusion with hot water 
rather than by boiling. 

THE HABIT OF GUM CHEWING 

is one which ought to be either very pleasur- 
able or very healthy in order to justify it. 
There is every reason to believe that it meets 
the first requirement; but as to its being con- 
ducive to health, it cannot be held uniformly 
so. The most of the manufactured gum in 
the market has incorporated in it some 
aromatic drug or other which renders it high- 
ly pieasing to the taste. Some of the gums 
sold in blocks are known to be dosed with the 
chlorate potassa and flavored with winter- 
green. Claims are made that, by reason of 
the principles contained, the gums possess 
considerable virtue and are of special value 
where the digestion is weak. Without doubt, 
chewing gum within reasonabie limits is 
harmless and likely.to favor digestion by 
increasing the uantity of suliva. As 
for the drugs which the popular gums 
contain, they are in such small quan- 
tities they are scarcely likely to have an 
appreciable effect, unless, of course, the gum 
is chewed only until the aromatic is extracted, 
und then renewed; and this is kept up fora 
considerable time. Pure spruos gum has been 
founda to be of much value in some cases of 
persistent vomiting such as women often find 
well nigh impossible to'control. Beside the 
effects of gum-chewing mentioned, there 
is yet aaother—it romotes 
liness of the teeth. This is 

which can be said in favor of the habit from a 
physiological standpoint. — ee the 
uestion of good breeding, if the habit is in- 
ulged immoderately, the health is sure to. 
suffer in consequence. Testimony to sustain 
this fact is not wanting in those sections 
where spruce gum abounds and inveterate 
chewers are common. Asa result of it the

the stomach. The same may be said 
of most of the acid drinks, at least 
those made from vegetable acids, 
which act much differently than the 
mineral acids. Acid fruits are also contra- 
indicated where there is digestive trouble of 
the stomach or intestines are irritable. Such 
fruits, being of themselves difficult of diges- 
tion, are often thrown out of the system after 
being but imperfectly acted upon, leaving 
behind an Irritation excited by them which 
may last for several days. Hence they are 
very apt to produce diarrhea. 


BEAUTY IN THE FOOT. 


Not an Unimportant Matter in the Make-Up 
of a Perfect Woman.

THE NEW STATE TRUST LAW. 


The Missouri Legislature has enacted 
and the Governor has signed a statute 
against pools, trusts; agreements, combi- 
nations and confederations in trade which 
threatens grave disturbance to many large 
business interests. It is a new thing, and 
there is room for much difference of 
opinion as to how its provisions will be 
construed and applied. It takes the busi- 
ness community by surprise, and it has 
been framed without any legislative in- 
vestigation of the business operations it 
seems intended to affect, and without any 
consultation with the business experts 


some new light on the probable operation 
of its various provisions. 

But it is now too late to correct the ap- 
parently dangerous features of it. As it 
is the law of the land we can only hope 
that those features may not prove so mis- 
chievous as to justify the alarm its first 
perusal is likely to arouse in business 
circles. 

The aim of the Legislature doubtless 
was merely to relieve business of the 
tyrannical domination of those trusts and 
combinations formed to control trade by 
levying fines and penalties and even 
driving out of business any firm which 
refuses to obey the orders of 
the combination or dares to compete 
with it. But there is some ground for 
fearing that the provisions strike not only 
at such combinations, but at some of the 
harmless and common transactions and 
agreements between individuals and 
firms in the same line of trade, and that 
it will hamper private individuals in the 
conduct of their own private business as 
much as it will the corporations that 
abuse public franchises and privileges by 
the formation of pools and trusts for 
stock-watering purposes. 

Indeed we think it by no means certain 
that the trap will catch the trusts it is set 
for. If it fails to do that and merely op- 
erates as an additional obstruction to the 
freedom of commerce between private in- 
dividuals, the authors of sucha measure 
will never hear the last of it.

CREATING MONOPOLIES BY STATUTE 


A State Legislature can, of course, le- 
galize by statute many things that are 
contrary to the common law, and on this 
ground a court has decided against a mo- 
tion to declare the Chicago Gas Trust an 
illegal monopoly. The IMilinois Legisla- 
ture having given it a legal existence un- 
der a charter authorizing it to buy a con- 
trolling imterestin the business of other 
companies, the common law principles 
no longer apply and the question of pub- 
lic policy iuvolved in the matter has al- 
ready been decided for the courts by the 
law-making power. 

So here is one trust monopoly deliber- 
ately created by the Republican Legisla- 
ture of Illinois, and if the courts should 
hold its charter an irrevocable contract 
which no subsequent legislation could im- 
pair, there would be no relief from its ex- 
actions, and rotten legislatures could im- 
pose on the business life of the State a 
slavery from which violent social revolu- 
tion would afford the only possible es- 
cape. 

But fortunately a sounder modern the- 
ory of the police power transmits it unim- 
paired from one Legislature to another, 
and leaves the essential power of self- 
protection in the hands of the people. If 
one Legislature imposes on them an in- 
cubus of its own creation, in restraint of 
trade and in violation of a just public 
policy, they can through a subsequent 
Legislature destroy any such creation. 
The remedy is in their own hands, even 
when the hands of the courts are tied by 


statute.

Ir appears that the trouble of the Gov- 


ernment in dealing with the Sioux concern- 
ing the purchase of their lands has not 
arisen from the Indians, but from the 
National Indian Defense Association. 
A delegation from this organization 
tried to induce Secretary NOBLE to 
pledge himself to an interpretation 
of the proposed treaty with the 
Sioux which would be entirely in their 
favor, but the Secretary refused to deal 
with the association. In consequence, 
the President of the organization has 
written to the Indians, warning them 
against accepting the promises or terms 
of the commissioners. Itis proper enough 
for a body of philanthropists to endeavor 
to secure justice for the Indians, but for 
citizens of the United States to try to im- 
pair the confidence of the Indians in the 
Government and its representatives is a 


discreditable piece of business.

shore of Virginia and County of Northampton, 
age 71 years, and yet lived but seven years, 
which was the space of time he kept a bache- 
lor’s home at Arlington, on the eastern shore 
of Virginia.’* And so he had the last word.

BEVERLY TUCKER. 

Mr. Beverly Tucker isa native of Virginia 
and a journalist by profession. He is 68 years 
of age. He was appointed by President Bu- 
chanan Consul to Liverpool where he 
remained until the election of 
Mr. Lincoln. He was employed by 
the Confederate Government on various 
diplomatic missions in which service he won 
considerable distinction for himself. He has 


virtually resided in Washington for the past 
twenty years. He is a man of fine owner 
ance, agreeable manners and essentia ly a 
gentleman of the old school, as the term has 
come to be understood. Mr. Tucker, whose 
home is in Virginia, but who spends the major 
portion of his time in this city, 
is at Berkley Springs, . a fashion- 
able summer resort about three hours 
ride from the National Capital. He will return 
to Washington to-day, and to-morrow he and 
Gen. Wailace will goto New York. The se- 
lection of Messrs. Wallace and Tucker is re- 
garded in Administration circles as an admir- 
able one, and itis believed thatthey will ac- 
comphish in Hayti whatever it would 
be possible for any gentlemen to ac- 
compish. In diplomatic circles it is not 
believed that the com mission will 
be able to get away until the latter 
——— of next week, notwithstanding the pos- 
tive information that they are expected to be 
ready to sailon Wednesday. The instructions 
to the commissioners will be submitted to the 
President and Cabinet for consideration. 

The President left Saturday afternoon on 
Postmaster-General Wanamaker’s yacht. 

To-day Secretary Blaine gives a diplomatic 
excursion on the Dispatch to Mount Vernon in 
henor of the new Englisb Minister, Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, to which Mr. Preston, the Haytien 
Minister and Dean of the Diplomatic Corps, 
has been invited. 

THE INSTRUCTIONS. 

It is not probable that the instractions will 
be considered before to-morrow. That is 
cabinet day and it may be necessary to make 
some modifications of the original instruc- 
tions. It is generally believed here that the 
commissioners will leave about Thursdav and 
that — will either sail from New York in 
the Dutch steamer which goes out that day or 
take passage in the Boston. She will proceed 
direct to Port-au-Prince, while the Ossippe 
will goto Cape Haytien on the other side of 
the island. : 

Most of the members of the diplomatic corps 
who were seen regard the sending of this 
commission at this time asextremely dan- 
gerous. It is known that yellow fever pre- 


vails at Port-au-Prince at this season, and 


while the navy restrictions will require offi- 
cers to remain on board sbip, the duties of 
the commissioners will make it absolutely 
necessary forthemto go ashore. To people 
not acclimated this is a very risky thing to 
do, and the greatest caution will have to be 
exercised to prevent yellow fever from getting 
a foothold. 

Our Government may be able to setupa 
claim fora coaling station at Samana Bay 
under the old concession of the Dominican 
Government to the Samana Bay Co. Samana 
Bay is right on the Mona passage to South 
America on the east of the island of San Do- 
mingo and commands it in much the same 
manner as Mole St. Nicholas commands the 
westward or windward passage. These two 
routes are the only readily Wallable ones 
through the West Indlan group, and with that 
under our control we could cut off Cuba, in a 
naval sense, from her European connections. 
Our Government had a coaling station in 
Samana Bay at one time, but abandoned it. 
Subsequently in 1874 the Samana Bay Co., of 
which Capt. Samuels was a prominent mem- 
ber, obtained from the Dominican Govern- 
ment a concession of 2,000,000 acres of land, 
where they proposed to establish a commer- 
cial station. hey paid the rental, but the 
concession was suddenly revoked, as they 
claimed, through no fault of theirs. 
The company asked our Govern- 
ment to demand the restoration of 
the concession or tbe payment of an indemni- 
ty for this infraction ofthe rights of our citi- 
zens, but Mr. Hamilton Fish, who was then 
Secretary of State, refused to take up the mat- 
ter on the ground thata business contract be- 
tween citizens of this country and a fcreign 
state was not a proper subject for diplomatic 
interference. Capt. Samuels has appealed to 
every administration since with unsatisfac- 
tory results, but be was in town again yester- 
day, and proposes to press his case through 
his counsel to Mr. Bluine. It may afford Mr. 
Biaine just the opportunity he seeks to obtain 
for this country commanding positions on 
both the great ocean routes to the South.

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Colored School Graduates. 
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The St. Louts Protestant Orphans’ Home’s 
Celebration To-Morrow. 

The reception which will be given to-mor- 
row by the Board of. Managers of the St. Louls 
Protestant Orphans’ Home will be one of un- 
nsual interest, celebrating, as it does, thelfifty- 
fourth anniversary of a most useful and flour- 
ishing institution. This institution, which is 
now located at Webster Groves, on account 
of the healthful and spacious surroundings 


which the ladies have been able to secure, 
was started in a small way over fifty years 
agoon Seventh street, between Morgan and 
Franklin avenue. Atter the war the 
funds left in the hands of the Sanitary 
Committee were in establishing an 
asylum for the orphan children of the soldiers 
who lost their livesinthe war. This instita- 
tion was maintained by the committee fora 
few years, but the number of children bene- 
fited by it was too small to justify the 9 
of are up. It was therefore deter- 
mined turn it over to the 
Protestant Orphan Asylum, stipulating 
that they should care for the orphans 
of soldiers. In this way, over seventeen 
ears ago, tat little ingtitution found itself 
ransported from cramped, close qu rs on 
Seventh street to the handsome stone bulld- 
ing at Webster Groves, situated inthe midst 
of forty acres of choice land which they have 
now in a high state of cultivation, and In the 
institution may still be found a number 
of the soldiers’ orphans, women, who have 
grown upinthe home. Finding themselves 
so comfortably located, the iadies of the 
board set about studying the best methods of 
making the asylum a home in every sense of 
the word. * learned all about the En- 
Klish and erman cottage systems, 
and some of the members of the 
board visited these institutions while abroad. 
The result is an orphanage of which St. Louis 
may well be 1 the only one of the kind 
in the United States except one carried on 
upon a small scale in Philadelphia, in the 
heart of the city, where they are destitute of 
the lawns and broad avenues and are depend- 
ent for their supplies upon the city markets. 
The group of buiidings — the 
St. Louis Protestant Orphans’ ome 
consists of the main building, 
a large two-story stone structure and imme- 
diately back of it, connected by a gallery, the 
first cottages, which was built in connection 
with it, the Rebecca P. Budd Cottage, for 
which they are indebted to the generosi of 
the lady whose name it bears, and to whose 
able management as President of the board for 
the past thirty years the institution owes 
much of its success. In these two buildings 
are located the school-room,the matron’s 
apartments, the sewing-room, the laundry, 
and the dining-room and kitchen, and 
the dormitory for the boys, of 
whom there are thirty-five; the 
board rooms, parlor and dining-room, aad 
store rooms. On the east side of this building 
is theIsabella B. Leighton cottage, for whic 
the board is indebted to the generous bequest 
of that lady. 

In itis the house mother, with twenty-fiye 
little children. They have their own dormi- 
tory, kitchen, dining - room, bath-room and 
play room, with every convenience to pre- 
serve and make pleasant, home life. On the 
west is situated the Ellen McKee cottage, for 
which they are indebted tothe lady named, 
which is similarly arranged to the last 
cottage, the cottage system being 
designed to provide for the chil- 
dren in small numbers, thus avoiding the ma- 
chine system which is obliged to obtain where 
large numbers are gathered together. No 
children are taken under 18 months old, but 
beyond that age they have a full complement. 
The lawn is beautifully laid out and in the 
background are the gardens, from which they 


12 always a full supply of fruits and vegeta- 


les. They have mode! poultry yards and raise 
all of their own poultry, and have an abun- 
dance offresheggs. They have eight cows 
which yield an abundance of milk and cream 
and butter, and they raise pigs, in order to 
consume the refuse, and are thus furnished 
with their own bacon, which they have cured 
on the place. They keep two men, one of 
whom is an experienced engineer. Their 
steam plant, upon which they were dependent, 
for heating and machine works im all of the 
cottages, is, alas, a mass ot ruins, having 
been burned down onthe 17th of April. It 
will, however, be rebuilt this summer. The 
cottages are all fitted for gas or electric lights. 
The Leighton and McKee cottages have just 
been completed and the object of the reunion 
isin orderthat the public may inspect for 
themselves the workings of this 
worthy charity, which is purely non- 
sectarian. The Board of Managers fare 
composed of the following members, ladies 
from all denominations: Mrs. George K. 
Budd,President; Mrs. Edward Avery of eb- 
ster Groves, First Vice-President; Second 
Vice-President, Mrs. Robert B. Wade; Third 
Vice-President, Mrs. John T. Mitchell; Secre- 
tary, Mrs. Rebecca H. Moreton; Treasurer, 
Mrs. Hurriet O. Fletcher of Webster Groves; 
Miss Kate Green of Webster Groves, 
Recording Secretary, and Mrs. M. . 
Burrows, Matron. The other ladies 
of the board are Miss Anna L. Blood, Miss 
Mary S. Moore, Miss Tilden, Mrs. Perkins, 
Mrs. James B. Green, Mrs. W. W. Stickney, 
Mrs. Dr. Steele, Mrs. Leonard Matthews, Mrs.

Ten times the available acreage 
would be too small for any such interiacing 
as this would ne. 
cessitate., The Plans of the East 
End Improvement Association, as 1 
have the best possible means of knowing, are 
very different. As stated some time ago in the 
POST-DISPATCH, a number of property hold- 
ers have agreed to in every way ald the 
Merchants’ Bridge & Terminal Co. in obtaine 
ing access to the part of the eity lying be- 
tween Washington avenue and Poplar street, 
and to assist them in securing proper ter- 
minal facilities. These will of course consist 
of a right of way, but not of «a 
large number of switches. One large 
freight depot will be all that is re- 

uired, and it is to aid the company in obtain- 
ng the ground for this that the association 
was primarily organized. It has been in exist- 
ence for some time, but certain large pro 
erty holders were until lately doubtful of the 
Merchants’ Bridge project, and it was deemed 
best to hold off until the erection of a bridge 
became acertainty. This it is now, and those 
who were formerly lukewarm are now CoO-op- 
erating heartily. 

A WELL DIGESTED SCHEME. 

It is a mistake to suppose that the move to 
the new Cupples’ block was the cause of the 
activity of the East End Improvement Asso- 
clation. It bastened its full organization a 
week or two, but if theré had been no thought 
of removal the course of the Main and Second 
street property-owners would have been the 
same. 

It anyone will think of the matter it will 
be at once seen that there exists no necessity 
for switches. The great troubie now is the 
difficulty of hauling goods from the river secs 
tions to the railroad depots. This often in- 
volves a trip of nearly a mile and a steep 
hill bas to be climbed. Of course 


this necessitates the use of a very large num 


ber of teams. But suppose the depot to be 
located somewhere near Pine street. Then 
the trip would de short, the biils would 
amount to nothing, and not one team would 
be required where twenty are needed now, 
‘ADVANTAGES OF EAST END TRACKS. 
„Freight could be sent in small loads, and 
there. would be no necessity for switches. 
Then the proximity of the river would be of 
pest benefit. Grain could be received 
y ra and sent by water a a 
minimum of cost for handling, and the rail- 
roads and waterways would be connected as 
they have never been before. As but one 
treet need be cutup by tracks, the interfer- 


erence with business as it now exists would . 


be slight, and it should be remembered that 
there will be not nearly as much traveling by 
wagon as there is now. Cars can be load 
directly from the receiving houses, and dray 
work reduced to a minimum. How it will 
interfere with general traffic it is difficult to 
see.

The development in size, speed, safety, and 
comfort has been little short of marvelous. 
Nothing illustrates the wonderful ingenuity of 
the human mind better than one ofthe great 
ocean steamers ofto-day. A few days ago the 
new steamer City of Paris of the Inman Line 
arrived here after a maiden trip of six days 
and fifteen hours. Such an achievement 
would have been regarded as a 
dream twenty years ago, when ten 
days was quick time. But the speed of these 
monster steamships is by no means their most 
striking quality. Their enormous size and 
strength and their safety are beyond the sur- 
mises of those unacquainted with the facts. 
The steamers City of Paris and City of New 


York are of 10,500 tons burden, 560 feet in 
length, 63% feet beam, and 59 feet of depth 


from the top of the upper cabins to the keel. 
The distance from keel to bridge is 70 feet. The 
promenade deck is open from stem to stern 
and the distance around it is 1,120feet. The 
four principal decks have 108, 000 square feet 
of surface. The entire vessel has about 1, 000, 


000 cubic feet of space. The cabin passengers 
have 400,000 cubic feet of this, the machinery 
and boilers 322,000, the cargoand emigrants 
the remainder. The City of Paris carries 
1,371 passengers when she is full. 

Builders of great ocean steamers are always 
aiming at safety, andthe City of Paris pre- 
sents some remarkable advancesin this di- 
rection. She hasacomplete double bottom, 
which preciudes the possibility of her sinking 
in case of grounding. The space between the 
two bottoms can be used for water ballast 
when needed. It would be pretty hard to 
break the vessel’s bottom, for the plates were 
tested by the application of 60,000 tons of ten- 
sile force and by bending them double with- 
out breaking when cold. There are inthe 
whole ship 40,000 of these plates, weigh- 
ing 7,000 tons. 

furthermore, the hull is divided into fifteen 
water-tight compartments. They are om 
rated by solid bulkheads athwartships, rising 
eighteen feet above the water line and having 
no doors or openings of any kind. No one 
can pass from one compartment to the next 
without going to the saloon deck and passing 
over the top of the buikhead. Thus the old 
danger of finding the bulkhead doors out of 
order in time of need Is done away with, and 
100 feet could be knocked out of the Olty of 
Paris on the bottom or sides and she would 
stay afloat. 

Another vicissitude of the sea is the break- 
ing down of machinery and the consequent 
disabling ofthe ship. It would be pretty dif- 
cult to make a hopelessly ‘‘liame duck’’ of the 
City of Paris. She has two screws, one on 
each side of the rudder, and each screw has 
its own set of triple-expansion engines. The

The smoking room is on the spar deck. It is 
finished with a tile floor and handsome panels 
of tiling. Commodious red leather seats lure 
the smoker to nicotine visions. Nearly two 
hundred persons can engage in making the 
air blue at once, and the smoker need not be 
deprived of his usual companion, the daily 
paper. To be sure, there is only one, but it is 
printed aboard ship and contains all the latest 
news, strictly local. 

The etaterooms are simply remarkable. 
They are arranged in sections of 44 four 
each, with a stewardess and several bell boys 
for each section. The best staterooms have 
each a private bathroom, and, in addition to 
this, one can hardly goa dozen yards in any 
direction withoutrunning against bathrooms 
and lavatories for general use. The number 
of these conveniences is astonishing. The 
finest staterooms are those ar- 
ranged in suites of two, with bath, 
and with accommodation for five persons, 
There are twenty of these suites, and in the 
day time they are veritable pariors. The 
divans are arranged Ike those ina Pullman 
sleeper and are made into berths at- night. 
The fifth birth is contained in a most ingeni- 
ous folding contrivance in a corner. It is not 
much larger than a good-sized valise when it 
is closed. 

All the stateroomsin theship are provided 
with patent ventilators. Every one who has 
ever tried the experiment of opening 
a porthole for air and getting a duck- 
ing will appreciate this improvement. 
air is forced down these ventil 
ators from the deck by an electrical 
machine. The smaller staterooms econo- 
mize space by all kinds of folding con- 
trivances, of which none is more interesting 
than the washstand. It shuts up intoa space 
a little larger than an unabridged dictionary. 
Occupants ofthe finer rooms can have their 
meals served in the rooms at any hour they 
choose. This is a distinctly novel feature. 

The second cabin staterooms are aft. There 
are none of the suites here, but otherwise the 
rooms, except in decoration, are constructed 
ust like the first-class rooms. They are plainer, 

ut quite as comfortable. The second-cabin 
passengers have their own dining-saloon and 
smoking-room, the latter being on the prom- 
enade deck. Both are much better than first- 
class passengers used to get a few years ago. 
Of course, there aré separate pantriese and 
kitchens for this department. It has no in- 
terior communication with the first cabin. 
The only way of passing from one to the other 
is on deck.

DISASTER AT A BAPTISM, 
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Beveral Hundred Persens Narrowly Escape 
Drowning in Jamaica Bay. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPraTon. 
New York, May 27.—A crash of timber, a 
sudden shriek, followed by a chorus of frantic 
Gries for help, and 100 people were struggling 
in the waters of Jamaica Bay. Such was the 
baptism at which Rev. George Dardes of the 
Union Bethel Church officiated yesterday aft- 
ernoon, and fora time it seemed that many 
must be drowned. Almest by a miracle, how- 
ever, everyone was safely landed, but drenched 
and badly frightened. The accident occurred 
on a board platform that extended from the 
rear of a store out over the water to a float, to 
which was attached a numberof boats. This 
platform, a frail affair, never intended except 
as a bridge between the shore and the float, 
and upon which it was never anticipated any 
great number of people would gather at one 
time, was crowded with from one to two hun- 
dred persons to witness the baptismal exer- 
cises conducted by Rev. Mr, Dardes. Jt sank 
excessive weight, —

the occupants into eight feet 
Active aid was given the 
—1— victims, however, and what might 
have a horribie disaster was fortunately 
averted, The reverend gentleman was just 
dipping the tenth convert to the faith,and the 
air was filed with joyous ‘‘hosannahbs’’ when 
the crash came. Shrieks and cries drowned 
the sound of praise as wen, women and chil- 
dren felt the water close about them. For- 
tunately, the structure settled easily toward 
the water in an ineline, and many were en- 
abled to scramble toa place of safety before 
it was entirely submerged. Otbers wno were 
not so lucky clung to the upright posts and 
piles upon which the platform had been built 
andthe floating pieces of boards from the 


The crowd on shore and those who first es- 
caped quickly pulled in those within reach 
while boats were atilized to rescue those who 
were floating further out.
